Compilesreports of use of stock handling equipment, adjustments of inventory counts and stock records, spoilage
of or damageto stock, location changes, and refusal of shipments. Ensuresthat tools and equipment are maintained in good
condition by performing visual and oper ating checks, taking measurementswith such devices as calipers, and receiving reports
from userson the nature and extent of damageto tools and equipment. May make minor repairsto tools and equipment,
determine when damaged and inoper ative items are too costly to repair, and report damaged or worn -out equipment to
superiors. Determines stock replenishment levelsfor centrally controlled supplies and other material within funding
limitations. Assuresthat suppliesand monies are not wasted through excess accumulation, and that itemsare on hand in
sufficient quantitiesand at thetimerequired.

Codesand classifies requisitions, shipping orders, and other
documents, and extracts requeststo other sourcesof supply or refersthem to an inventory control point when stock is
unavailable or cannot be shipped. May assist a Surface M aintenance M echanic by performing the less complex and more
routine helper type duties. May perform maintenance taskswith repairers or mechanics by assisting in the accomplishment of
duties. Thismay involve getting tools and supplies, carrying materials, and lifting and holding materialsin place during
operations. Asdirected by therepairer or mechanic, uses hand and powered tools of thetrade to assist in the disassembly,
assembly, and installation of ssmple component partsand units. Applies knowledge gained from previous work assignments.
Detailed instructions arereceived from the higher graded Surface M aintenance M echanic with each new assignment. Work is
reviewed by the higher -level employee while in progress and upon completion. Cleanstools, parts, and equipment and keeps
work areasclean and orderly. Performsother dutiesasassigned.
